“Future knowledge of cell life’’ 
was cited by Dr. James P. Coon­ 
ey, vice president of the American 
Cancer Society, “as the fountain 
of hope that cancer will be con- 
querored.’’ Dr. Cooney gave an 
address before the 
17th State 
Meeting of the American Can­ 
cer Society, Texas Division, last 
week at the Adolphus Hotel, Dal­ 
las. 
Meantime, research and know­ 
ledge are still expanding at an 
unprecedented rate. Dr. Cooney 
expressed the belief that cures 
for cancer will come following 
greater knowledge of the chem­ 
istry and physiology of cellular 
and sub-cellular life. He did not 
rule out drug cures, vaccines or 
other 
methods, 
but 
he 
says 
chemotherapy may be the ans­ 
wer to it all. 
Dr. Cooney said one out of 3 
persons with cancer is now be­ 
ing cured but with early diag­ 
nosis one out of two could be 
saved 
with 
medical 
treatment. 
He also commented that 85,000 
persons would die of cancer this 
year. Many could have been cur­ 
ed with early diagnosis. 
Among others, featured on the 
program, was Nan Wynn, star of 
the

show 
“Flnian’s 
Rainbow.” who was diagnosed as 
having cancer shortly after the 
show closed in 1948. Miss Wynn 
gave a musical program Thurs­ 
day evening, including her life 
story set to music, and what the 
ACS has done for her.
